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SOCCER HOTLINE 


It’s obvious fo everyone involved in the Vodafone 
Cup that crowds are down substantially this year, 
and “Katsa’s” article a fortnight ago about the low 
attendances in this year’s competition highlights 
the pinch that all clubs are facing. 

Last year, thanks to the inclusion of former NSL clubs 
(Heidelberg United, Melbourne Knights, South Mel- 
bourne and Sunshine Georgies) crowd figures in the 
VPL soared to an increase of over 300%. Nearly eigh- 
teen months later, some clubs have felt the strain as 
crowd figures that were budgeted for in 2006, have 
for one reason or another, fallen well short of the 
mark. Projections made at the start of the season by 
committees were not unrealisti¢, but unfortunately the 
tunstyles just haven't clicked as much as some were 
anticipating. 

One obvious solution, to reverse this trend and bring 
many other advantages to the table, is to play the Pre- 
mier League during the summer months and in line 
with the A-League competition. 

Crowds during the start of the season are up to ten 
times higher than the later winter months. An obvious 
reason is the weather. But, the biggest factor is junior 
soccer, not AFL. As soon as the junior season kicks off, 
‘crowds dip substantially. Parents with children playing 
the sport simply cannot get to a VPL game. 

Over the last few weeks however, you've probably no- 
ticed that a few VPL fixtures have suffered due to the 
weather, Some games have been abandoned. Others 
that got the go ahead after a referee's pitch inspection, 
saw the state of play decline in trying conditions whilst 
the risk of injury increased due to the state of the sur-

face. A moye to summer soccer would make for better 
playing conditions. 

With the advantage of daylight savings, matches could 
even kick-off later in the day when teniperatures have 
cooled and thus become more favourable to play in. 
Unfortunately, most grounds are not conducive to 
the harsh realities of Melbourne’s winter climate. 
Oakleigh’s crowds at the start of the season are much 
higher than the crowds they are getting now, which is 
not a good sign considering they are top of the table. 
Let's face it, our facilities cannot compete with the lux- 
urious confines of the indoor Teltsra Dom. And when it 
rains, how many clubs have the adequate shelter from 
the elements? Apart from the main stadiums in the 
competition, most facilities are unable to provide com- 
fortably from a Melbourne winter. A switch to summer 
would allow you to swap your raincoat and flu tablets, 
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for a pair of thongs and a tube of zinc. 
Furthermore, with the Melbourne Victory only playing 
in town every second week, either on.a Friday, Satur- 
day, Sunday, or even on a Monday, this type of fixtur- 
ing leaves plenty of room for the VPL to co-exist With 
the Victory. 

‘The scenario could also be used to benefit the A-league 
club, as currently there is no second grade or youth 
team competition in existence. Starting a second tier 
competition is costly, so the A-league should consider 
the AFL-VFL club affiliation arrangement, as seen in 
Aussie Rules, But instead of certain clubs being af-

players could be affiliated with ceriain VPL clubs, 
hence getting the necessary game time when not se- 
lected. 


If the FFA and the respective state bodies com- 
bined this vision it could also open up possibili- 
ties for a meaningful pre-season competition and 
a truly Australian Cup (Australia’s version of the 
FA Cup). Most people would agree that the A 
league season is too short, Therefore, why not 
have rounds of the Australian Cup before the 
start of the A-League and VPL season? Eg, Aus- 
tralian A-league teams, along'with the top six of 
the Victorian & NSW premier league teams, and 
also with the champions from WA and SA. 

To reduce costs, the first few rounds could be 
state based. 

Finally, with the Vodafone Cup running in sync. 
with the A-League, as well as the rest of the 
world’s football calendar, it would also put a halt 
to the better Vodafone Cup players embarking on 
trials with bigger clubs jyst as theiw respective 
club is about to prepare for the all important run- 
in to the end of the season. Over recent weeks 
we've seen Heidelberg’s Yusef Yusef try his luck 
at PAOK in Greece, Essendon’s Steve Fitzsim- 
mons go on trial to Queensland Roar, Fawkner/ 
Whittlesea’s Carl Recchia and Ricky Chillico 
venture over to the Italian Serie B, just to name 
a few. Although one would wish any player the 
best of luck at earning a contract at a higher level, 
a change of football season would eliminate a 
clash of wills between players, agents and clabs 
at such a critical time of the season. 

As long as there is a mid-season break to coin- 
cide with the Christmas holidays, the positives of 
a summer league definitely outweigh the nega- 
tives.

And while pundits have focused their attention on the 
fortunes of more recognized clubs, the sudden rise 
and fall of Essendon has proved to be one of Victorian 
football’s most disappointing tales.

However, although the first few games under new 
coach Con Pappas proved shaky, the ‘Bergers were 
able to regain momentum and overcome the bouts of 
inconsistency which had plagued the side throughout 
the year. 

Now only three points adrift of second place and a vi- 
tal double chance in the finals series, Heidelberg have 
claimed the scalps of a resurgent Preston and star stud- 
ded Kingston City in recent weeks sparking specula- 
tion that the side may in fact challenge for the Voda- 
fone Cup crown. 

While Heidelberg are in possession of one of the 
league’s most damaging attacks, the team from the 
Veneto Club have one of the more resolute defences in 
Victoria, setting the stage for a brilliant ‘bout 
Nonetheless though, it seems that the ‘Bergers may be 
too strong for Essendon although the side should never 
be discounted.

Q. You’ve been in Australia for almost a year now. 
Haye you enjoyed your time here?

Rooney’s fate depends on whether Dutch referee Ruud 
Boosen includes the incident in his match report and 
the Dutch Football Association then forwards it onto the 
English Football Association. 

Rooney has not had the best of times against Portuguese 
opposition of late. He received a much publicised red 
card in the World Cup quarter final encounter against 
Portugal. The 20-year-old was shown a red card on

BRASILIA, Aug 4- Since November 2004 there 
haye been six Brazilian football mothers who have 
been kidnapped and then released. 

The sixth and latest mother to have been kidnapped 
and then released was Noemia de Carvalho Correa, 
mother of Santos defender Kleber. This happened on 
Wednesday. She was freed by the police in Sao Paulo 
two hours after her ordeal had begun. 

The police in Sao Paulo freed Noemia when they 
became suspicious of two men in a car. A car short 
chase ensued. The men fled leaving the mother in the 
car where she had been tied up. 

As yet no arrests have been made. 

The first mother to have been kidnapped was the 
mother of Real Madrid’s striker Robinho, who was 
in those days a Santos player. 

Since then, Sevilla striker Luis Fabiano, former 
Sporting Lisbon defender Rogerio, Le Mans striker 
Grafite and Corinthians defender Marinho also had

-What we can learn from Scottish football- 


If anyone needs evidence of why we should invest 
in youth development programs, a study on the de- 
mise of Scotland’s international team will provide 
the justification. 

A question I often ask people is whether they can name 
a current world class Scottish player? After a few hums 
people usually give up and that is when I ask if they 
can name a previous World Class Scottish player, Ahh! 
Dalglish, Souness, Jordan, Gemmill, Law, Baxter and 
maybe a few more. 

‘What happened then is that in a relatively short time 
a country which has played in six World Cup finals 
is-now rated in the bottom half of FIFA’s top 100 list. 
To place the blame on one factor is an emotional reac- 
tion to a far more complicated process and series of 
events. 

Scottish football always provided players for the Eng- 
lish leagues since the game’s beginning as an organised 
sport, Indeed the road south guaranteed a larger market 
than the local home land leagues offered, Add to this 
the Glasgow giant’s high profile standing in the British 
pecking order of big clubs and Scotland’s youth had 
more choices than other less fortunate young players

in other parts of the UK. 

Any top ranking English club had a third of their squad 
bor north of the border. This volume of players play- 
ing in a high standard of competition with good play- 
ers and weekly challenges ensured that when national 
selection came around a squad of in form professionals 
could be called upon to take on the rest of the world. 
An extra advantage of these clubs was the regular 
forays into UEFA Championship competitions where 
many other International players where on the oppos 
tion side and occasionally on the same side. 

So an abundance of players playing in high standard 
competition with other good players amounts to fac- 
ing your more infamous opposition such as England, 
Holland, Germany and the former Czechoslovakia on 
‘an even ranking. I'say this because Scotland has de- 
feated these opponents in regular encounters on many 
occasions 
But times and circumstances changed in the late eight- 
ies and early nineties with political changes in the iron 
block countries allowed freedom of travel. The Euro- 
pean Union meant that visas and work permits were 
easier to access than before. 

This now meant that continental players were avail- 


‘The season is only a fortnight old, and already the 
dreaded ‘S? word has surfaced: Sectarianism. Un- 
fortunately it’s synonymous with Scottish football. 
This week Rangers’ owner David Murray launched 
yet another anti-sectarianism campaign, supposedly 
the strongest yet. And how does Murray plan to end a 
centuries old conflict steeped in hatred and violence? 
By presenting fins with the “Wee Blue Book’, a pam- 
phlet of lyrics for I1 inoffensive songs. “Billy's Boys’, 
the club anthem with the infamous line ‘We're up to 
our knees in Fenian blood’, isn’t one of them. Not 
to be outdone by their rivals, Celtic chairman Brian 
Quinn also publicly urged fans to refrain from sectar~ 
ian chants this season, 
But before people get too excited, and start nominat- 
ing Quinn and Murray for Nobel Peace prizes, lets 
first look at their less-the-noble motives. It’s no coin- 
widence that these pleas were made in the same week 
that UEFA announced they would be cracking down 
onracism and discrimination. Rangers have already be 
fined by UEFA this year, after fans sang ‘Billy’s Boys’ 
against Villarreal. This season such chants will attract 
a minimum £13,000 fine. They could also result in sta- 
dium closures, and expulsion from European competi- 
tions. Sectarianism could potentially be very

able in abundance for the big English clubs, many 
of them internationals in their own countries. These 
players were also of equal or higher quality status 
than their Scottish counterparts and also in many cir- 
cumstances cheaper to contract. The demand for Scots 
lessened and the natural option was for the door of the 
old firm, however Rangers and Celtic were competing 
in the Champions league and with the need to attract 
the cable TV dollar meant they also began recruiting 
overseas. Under its new manager Graham Souness, 
Rangers were reversing the call and signing up many 
English Internationals with the lure of higher wages 
than English clubs. 

Rangers" success in this period justified store of the 
same, Celtic having to keep up with their across town 
neighbours followed suit. The snowball effect con- 


tinued with all the-smaller clubs signing second or 


* some might say third rate foreign players to maintain 


the challenge. Suddenly young Scottish players had 
nowhere to go, opportunities were less forthcoming 
and even in the 2nd division, players from Finland, 
Denmark, Belgium, Ireland and dare I say it Australia, 
were plying their trade. 

‘The result of all this foreign inclusion was a more en- 
tertaining Premier League and a massive reduction in 
player registration in the junior ranks. Domestically 
Rangers and Celtic dominated but in Europe they were 
dictated by a higher level of more clinical and intense 
football competition and thus saw no reason to jeop- 
ardise their standing by giving young Scot’s a chance. 
All this had a dire impact on the national team and 
desperate games against ordinary opponents meant the

costly for these two debt-ridden clubs. 
To be fair, David Murray has consistently spoken out 
against sectarianism ever since he bought Rangers in 
1988. It was under his ownership that Rangers finally 
abolished their Protestants-only policy, and signed 
their first-ever Catholic player, Maurice Johnston. 
The club has since signed countless Catholics, includ- 
ing their new manager Paul Le Guen. 


But again the motives have been financial. Murray's - 


ambition has always been to see Rangers become one 
of Europe’s elite clubs. But to that, he needs to expand 
the club’s appeal beyond Scotland and Northern Ire~ 
land. Bigotry lacks broader appeal, and as an astute 
businessman, Murray knew he’d never fulfil his vision 
as long gs Rangers were associated with religions ha- 
tred. 

Celtic have also spent recent years building them- 
selves into a global brand. This week.they were pro- 
moting themselves in Japan, with an exhibition match 
against Yokohama Marinos. When it comes to football 


most Japanese don’t really care what happened on 12th_- 


July 1690. : 

Celtic and Rangers’ efforts don’t stem from trying to 
end a long-standing divide that has ruined so many 
people’s lives. They’re trying to make money. 

And there is still a strong argument to be made that 
neither club has done all they can to stamp sectarian- 
ism out completely. Walk into any Rangers shop in 
Scotland, and you can buy a range of merchandise clad 
in the Union Jack. Likewise, many Celtic products in- 
clude the Irish tri-colour, and other Irish-Cathofic sym- 
bols. Before matches, both clubs play songs over their 
PA which appeal to sectarian sentiments. 

Both clubs have profited from the sectarian divide. 
Fans are attracted to these clubs, and follow them with 
such dedication because each represents more then just 
a football club. They owe their strength and promi- 


hence to their fins’ hatred of one another. In short, they 
both need one another, and would lesser clubs without 
this rivalry. The Old Firm without the politics, religion 
and history, would just be another football match 

Thus both clubs are walking a delicate tightrope, 
between the global market place, and their traditional 
heartlands. They know they need to eradicate bigotry 
if their to attract sponsors and build a global follow- 
ing, but also know they can’t alienate too many of their 
traditional supporters. 

But what ever happens, I can guarantee you haven’t 
heard “Billy's Boys’ for the last time at Ibrox. Gers 
fans will sing it with even more zest, in defiance of 
what they'll see as an attack on their beliefs and tradi- 
tions. And a ‘Wee Blue Book" won’t stop them. 
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UEFA Nations Cup qualification was a thing of the 
past and the World Cup now a nostalgic memory. 

The predictability of the domestic competition has ere- 
ated a two-team dominance with the rest making up 
the numbers. Rangers and Celtic are caught in the i 
evitable marketing of their product to the media mon- 
ster of live football on cable TV. The income needed to

survive suggests large financial budgets for operations 
beyond the first eleven are calculated with ruthless 
foresight and a cut ‘our losses mentality’, Only in the 
last two years or so has the machine been interrupted 
and paused with a ‘what if we produce our own’ idea 
To its credit Rangers.pave built and invested in an 
Academy Program as strong as’ most 6f its Eyropean 
counterparts, It has recently been playing some of 
their products in first team line ups with a valid per- 
formance in consistency with their more experienced 
team mates. 

Celtic on the other hand are still in planning mode 
about where and when they will start theirs, Cleatly, 
financial constraint is the main consideration here. One 
word of caution here - both teams have young players 
from other parts of the world in their Academy pro- 
grams.

Tt has been brought to my attention that a par- 
ticular A-league club coach has informed certain 
members of his squad that they will not be con- 
sidered as part of his plans for the soon to com- 
mence national competition. 

‘The players are still part of the roster, but have 
been told they shouldn’t get their hopes up of 
being called upon in the foreseeable future. All 
this, before a proper ball has even been kicked!! 
How ridiculous and shorted sighted. What sort 
of man management skills is this? How can a 
player expect to motivate themselves when 
they’ve basically been told they’re on the out- 
er and not wanted, just as the season proper is 
about to start? 

In my opinion, this kind of approach is short- 
sighted and lacks of serious coaching experi- 
ence. How can you expect a player to respond 
and participate wholeheartedly in any future ses- 
sions or feel committed to the club, when it ap- 
pears that the only opportunity to break in to the 
first eleven will possible only come about due to 
an injury crisis. Players play their best football 
when they feel wanted and are happy in their 
respective environments. I just don’t understand 
why one bothers with a twenty man roster, if one 
doesn’t utilise the facility for the entire season. 
It seems such a pity to waste the allocated squad 
numbers, whilst not using it to a full advantage. 
Why such decisions could be entertained so 
early in the piece is beyond me. A coach should 
have an open mind, willing to listen to ideas and 
have the nous to keep their options open. By 
climinating potential selection combinations and 
putting certain players off-side is not the way to 
go about achieving the best possible results.

qualifying match against Kuwait on August 16 in Syd- 
ney. The withdrawal of Lebanon from the qualifying 
group, means Australia will know of its qualification 
when it plays its second home game against Bahrain.in 
October, also in Sydney. 
The AFC Asian Cup 2007 will be held in the four coun- 
tries during July with the AFC Competitions Commit- 
fee making their decision based on certain criteria re- 
quired in determining which games each country would 
receive and certain requests of the hosting countries.
